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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . A telephone call was made to Paul Keller on 12/1 7/2007 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.

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substantially enclosed within the base portion in all configurations of the chair. This 
species includes the use of a first and second actuator means to recline the chair. The 
special technical feature of Species II pertains to the use of a common actuator for 
moving both the back portion and the front panel. The second species also includes the 
use of cam means to recline the chair. The special technical features of these specials 
are considered to be unique and different.
